the city, although the number 
of groups also grew rapidly.

YMCA Doubles
The Torrance YMCA nearlv

doubled the number of par­
ticipants during the year, ris­
ing from 2850 to 5500. Some 
900 sustaining members
helped with the program, as
the YMCA virtually completed
its transition to a father-and-
son type of organization. The 
number of clubs ros efrom 48
to 68.

Although city leaders plead­ 
ed for a $3,000,000 bond issue
for additional park sites and
improvements, the voters nar­
rowly turned down the pro­
posal.

More Autos

The number of autos in the 
area continued its upward way
with 97,391 license applica­
tions handled by the local
Department of Motor Vehicles
office, including 16,356 new
sets of license plates. 

During the year, 33,623 driv­
er's licenses were issued, with
officials giving 15,412 driving
tests. Five accidents, none ser­
ious, occurred during the driv­
ing t e s t s, and 2683 people
flunked out as automobile
pilots.

On the sadder side of the 
ledger, about eight persons lost
their lives in traffic accidents
during 1957, but this figure
was better than the 14 record­
ed the previous year.

Torrance Police investigated 
a total of 1166 traffic accidents
of varying degrees of serious­
ness during the year, com­
pared with only 887 in 1956.

Shots Given 
The local office of the Coun-

ty Health Department was vis­ 
ited by 137,031 persons during 
the year and 73,392 polio' im­
munizations were given.

The polio immunization
seemed to be effective, with
only six cases of polio report­
ed in the city against 11 the

number of participants in local ! Previous year. Anti-rabies

ing 698,000 people last year
compared with 525,000 the
previous year. A total of 62,-
927 marched through the turn­

Recrention Enjoyed
A total of 393,000 people

participated in activities at
city parks, while 228,000 at­
tended recreation functions on
the playgrounds of Torrance
schools.

A 50 per cent increase in
the number of local book bor-

..rowers was recorded during
the year, as the city made
plans to build a fourth branch
library in the Hollywood Riv­
iera area.

An additional 7253 took out
cards during the past year,
bringing the total number of
local borrowers to more than
22,000. Added to the rolls were
4836 adults and 1472 children.

The Torrance Library be-
' came a regional center on Feb.
15, with Mrs. Dorothy Jamie-
son, long-time Torrance librar­
ian taking over to administer
11 libraries th r o u g h o u t the
area. The stock of books here
increased to 21,597 with the
addition of 2467 titles during

4b the year. The central library
ml~now has 13,632 volumnes; the

north Torrance branch, 6180;
and the Walteria branch, 1805.

Mail Grows
The letter-writing activities

of Torrance residents increas­
ed about 25 per cent during
the past year, with an average
of about 30,000 letters per day
during the year, reaching, of
course, its peak during the
Christmas season, with about
266,000 pieces of mail a day.

Torrance residents also were

De effective, as only one rabid
animal was reported in the
area.

Leading diseases in the city
included measles, which
claimed 133 victims; scarlel
fever with 54; and mumps,
with 46.

The Torrance Fire Depart­
ment, answered 776 alarms
during 1957 (an increase of
only 15), with a total loss of
$40,779 (a decrease of about
$7000).

Resuscitator calls kept fire­
men busiest, as 179 persons
were aided. Grass fires
brought firemen out 157 times,
while 119 homes issued calls
for aid. Fires in homes dropper
by 13 this year, while there
were 46 fewer grass fires.

Other calls by firemen in­
cluded rubbish, 69; auto, 53;
miscellaneous, 42; washdowns
after accidents, 41; false
alarm j, 17; manufacturin)
plants, 16; first aid, 15; am
stores, 14.

The Kiddie Capers
There were, of course, the

usual quota of youngsters who
got caught in chimneys am
trees and even one boy who
became wedged In the family
garbage can.

The two local hospitals rec­
order 8567 persons who en­
tered for treatment, with 4034
persons undergoing the sur­
geon's knife.

It was a busy year for Tor­
rance, but the next year prom­
ises to be even busier.

By the time 1959 makes its
appearance, city officials ex­
pect the town will have passec
the 100,000 mark. There
should be many more stores
and a number of new Indus
tries, both of which will mean
many conveniences for citizens
and more $$$$$ for the city of
Torrance. That will mean helj
for the taxpayer.
